Raise $100,000 for Inde- 
pendent Study Unhampered 
by Lack of Funds. 


REBUKE FOR CITY COUNCIL 


Bion J. Arnold Engaged to Make 
Preliminary Report on Chicago 
Station Plans.

BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
A group of public spirited citizens will have 


a comprehensive study made of the entire 
rallroad terminal problem of Chicago—the 
greatest railway center in the world. These 
men are neither for nor against any plan so 
far suggested, and their only desire is for an 
impartial investigation followed by an ex- 
haustive ceport. They plan to hire the ablest 
experts obtainabie. 

For this purpose they believe $100,000 will 
be necessary. Of this amount §77,000 already 
has been subscribed and it is expected the 
remainder will be promised within a week or 
ten days. 


Rebuke for City Officials. 

While the announcement of the undertak- 
ing is polite in tone and diplomatic in phrase- 
ology, it is, however, in the nature of a rebuke 
te the city officials who have attempted to 
solve the question with a mere expenditure 
of $10,000 or $15,000. It ia hint that the priv- 
ate citizens think—as has been repeatedly 
pointed out to the city council—that the set- 
tlement of this question will help or hinder 
the growth and prosperity of Chicago more 
than the solution of any issue before the 
counci) in several decades.

Although Chicago is the greatest railroad 
center in the world, there has never been a 
comprehensive study made by à duly quali- 
fied and authorized technical commission of 
its railroad passenger and freight terminal 
problem in its entirety. As this many sided 
problem is becoming more and more com- 


_ plicated, it seems to us imperative that such 


a study be made now, and by a commission 
of the ablest experts obtainable. We be- 
lieve that such a broad investigation is need- 


ed to supplement the inquiry provided for 


by the present city council committee on 
railway terminals. 

„We are not committed in favor of or 
against any of the various terminal plans 
which have been recently proposed and our 
only object is that this problem shall be 
thoroughly, broadly, and constructively in- 
vestigated, with a view to reaching the best 
general solution. 


Independent Inquiry the Aim. 

“Tf such an investigation is to be made 
and its comprehensive and impartial charac- 
ter safeguarded, we believe that under the 
circumstances this can best be carried out 
as a Voluntary citizens’ movement. 

In recognition of these facts a group of 
citizens has been engaged for several weeks 
in maturing plans for securing such an in- 
vestigation by such a cOmmission and secur- 
ing the requisite funds therefor. It is be-

The lights went out immedi- 
ately and the persons in the tent were panic 
stricken. 

Women were eeparated from their babies 
and several fainted. Men cut holes in the 
tent with knives and the audience was liber- 
ated through the improvised exits. 

The storm traveled along Sixty-third street, 
whére most of the property damage was 
done. A flag pole was blown over in White 
City. A carnival given by the Moose lodge 
was ended by the wind. The tents were car- 
ried away and a merry go round wae blown 
from a vacant lot into the middle of the street 
at Seventieth and Wentworth. 


Part of City in Darkness,

WILSON WILL URGE. 
CONGRESS TO KEEP. 
HANDS OFF MEXICO 


President Plans to Outline 
Policy In Message to Be 
Given Next Week, 


NO RECOGNITION OF HUERTA 
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Penrose Demand That 
in Danger Be Prot 
Embarrass Exeeu 


SENATE FIRM FOR ADMINISTRATION 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.— [Special. 
President Wilson will send a message to con- 
gress probably early next week, describing 
the conditions existing in Mexico and the 
efforts he has made to ameliorate them and 
to restore permanent peace. 

It is probable the president will deliver this 
message orally at a joint meeting of both 
houses. 1 

The president will not recommend military 
intervention, or, indeed, action of any kind by 
the legislative branch of the government. 

The policy he will outline will be as in the 
past, nonrecognition of the Huerta govern- 
ment and noninterference except in a peace- 
ful way. 

At the same time the president's attitude ig 
likely to be embarrassed by a demand made 
upon him this afternoon by Senator Penrose 
of Pennsylvania. Secretary Bryan reported 
to Mr. Penrose that two Pennsylvanians, ¢ 
Shirley C. Hulse and one Fuller, reclamatio 
engineers, had been threatened with death by 
insurgents if they again impounded water im 
a dam they have built in Chihuahua. 


Demands Protection of Americans. 

Mr. Bryan apparently was doing nothing 
for the protection of the two men, so Mr. 
Penrose sent him a message demanding that 
he notify Huerta and Carranza that if Hulse 
and Fuller were killed or injured they would 
de held personally responsible. 

Tonight the secretary said he had not re- 
ceived Senator Penrose's letter, but thag te! - 
egrams as strong as the senator could wish 
already had been sent by the department, 
and that a letter had beer prepared this even- 
ing giving him the substance of these mes 
Sages. 

The message the president began to write 
tonight on the general Mexican situation will 
detail the consequences of the revolution 
upon American and other foreign interests, 
It will refer to the concern this natiom 
necessarily feels in a condition of strife, 
frequently barbarous and of which there 186 
no end in sight in a country lyirg on ous 
doorstep. 


Revolution Costly to A 

The revolution is exceedingly costly to the 
American people for there has not only been 
a tremendous cut in trade and in the pro- 
duction of mines owned by Americans but 
it has been incumbent upon the government 
to maintain a number of battleships and 
crutsers in Mexican watersand a small army 
on the Mexican frontier to show the extent 
to which this government, actuated by 4 
spirit of friendship for the Mexican people, 
has gone in the effort to restore peace. : 

The president will refer to the dispatch 
of Mr. Lind to Mexico City and submit the 
text of the notes he has exchanged witli 
President Huerta. 

In taking congress and the country into hig 
confidence the president desires to show Geng 
Huerta and hia supporters that the Amerie 
can people and their reprerentatives are n 
partisan but patriotic, and that they 
stand solidly behind their chief executive | 
an emergency such as now confronts th 


Senate Refutes Huerta Aseertion. 

It will be recalled that Huerta, in his repiy 
to the Lind note, laid stress on the belief hay 
entertained that President Wilson and they 
United States senate widely differ on the 
policy to observe with reference to Mexico, 
Evidently the Mexican provisional president 
had in miind reports that the senate foreign, 
relations committee favored the recognition 
of Huerta’s government as recommended. 
by Ambassador Wilson. 

The senate gave an emphatic refutation of 
the Huerta belief today when senators 
both parties voiced their conficence in 
wisdom and good faith of President Wiss 
and his Mexican policy. 

Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania offered @ 
resolution providing for the dispatch of 
American troops as “constabulary” ta 
Mexico and appropriating $25,000,(00 for us@ 
by the president in protecting Americans an@ 
their interests in the disturbed republic. 

The Penrose resolution was not acted of 
and there was a general agrement for cessa@q 
tion of debate on the Mexican situation ig 
order not to embarrass the president.

HEARING ON WEDNESDAY. 


Report of Plan to Kidnap Slayer 
of White Denied; New York 
Asks U. S. Aid.

Snerbrooke, Que, Aug. 21.— Until Wednes- 
day of next week, barring unforeseen devel- 
opments, Harry Kendall Thaw will remain in 
the Sherbrooke jail. On that day he is to be 
arraigned in the Superior court on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Between now and that ‘time 
his battery of Canadian lawyers hopes to 


to submit to it gracefully—to a point selected 
by Thaw. 

This, in brief, was the status tonight of 
Matteawan’s fugitive, arrested on Tuesday 
near Coaticook, Quebec, and committed to 
jail here on a defective warrant. 3 

Ignorant of the moves made by his lawyers, 
Thaw has spent his time pacing the length 
of the narrow corridor in the Sherbrooke 
jail, and was not even aware that the writ 
of habeas cerpus in his case was served on 
the jailer this afternoon and that but fora 
timely telephone message he would have 
been produced in court today with the bench 
vacant. 


Foil Attempt to Take Thaw Out. 

This incident, variously described as a 
blunder, a case of absent mindedness, and 
an error due to hurry, arose after Superior 
Judge Globensky failed to specify in writing 
that the writ was returnable before him next 
Wednesday. 

He had set this date in chambers, but the 
writ reading instanter when served og 
the jailer, set that official into instant ac- 
tion. and he had called a carriage and or- 
dered Thaw to dress for an outing when a 
telephone message from the judge informed 
him that the latter was leaving for Montreal, 
not to return here as a Circuit judge until 
next week. 
Meanwhile District Attorney Conger of 
General Franklin Kennedy of Albany, and 
Others primarily interested in getting Stan- 
ford White's slayer across the border, seized 
on the possibility of Thaw’s immediate pro- 
ductiogr‘and sought to find another judge 
before whom to arraign him, 

But Mr. Laforce, governor of the jail, de- 
clined to surrender the prisoner until he had 
consulted with Sheriff Aylmer. 


_ Holds Fugitive in Jail. 
The sheriff, after reading the writ care- 
fully, said, that while no time for its return 
was stated, he had understood from the 
court that Wednesday was the day, and he 
allowed that Thaw had better stay in jail. 

Rumors sprouted meanwhile that the New 
York authorities were trying to kidnap 
Thaw, that an automobile was ready to 
whirl him to the New York line; that an 
open clash, perhaps a street battle, was im- 
minent. 

As a matter of fact, the officers from New 
York were as much surprised as any one. 
They had protested at postponing the pro- 
ceedings until Wednesday, but their pro- 
tests failing, had decided to bide their time, 
hoping that when arraigned Thaw would be 
released as a fugitive and promptly snapped 
up by the immigration authorities as an un- 
desirable. 

Thaw’s Lawyer’s Satisfied. 

Thaw’'s lawyers said tonight that they were 
well satisfied with the events of today. They 
feel now that Thaw’s fate, so far as the 
Canadian authorities may influence it, is 
practically settled, 

The plan of Thaw’s lawyers, and there is 
reason to believe they have had assurances 
of its success, is to have Thaw examined be- 
fore that board and ordered deported to 
Montpelier. Than any other state Thaw 
would prefer Vermont as a refuge. 

Investigation made in his behalf has con- 
vinced those who are working in his interests 
that Vermont would afford the most involved 
extradition proceedings. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie, 
Thaw's brother-in-law and sister, left town 
tonight. Mrs. Thaw, the mother, would not 
come here, they said. 


WARRANT’S LEGALITY AT STAKE. 

Montreal, Que., Aug. 21.— All that I have 
to decide is whether the warrant of commit- 
ment on which Harry K. Thaw is confined in 
jail was legally issued or not,“ Justice Glo- 
bensky, before whom the Thaw case in Sher- 
brooke is pending, said on his arrival here 
tonight, 

As the case now stands before me, the 
justice added, “it has nothing to do with 
extradition or deportation proceedings. The 
Warrant on which Thaw is confined was 
signed by Justice of the Peace Dupuis of 
Coaticooke and the charge against Thaw is 
that he legally escaped from Matteawan 
asylum. The writ of habeas corpus was 
issued yesterday afternooon. I will have to 
decide whether the writ should be main- 
tained and Thaw set free or the writ quashed 
and the prisoner returned to jail.” 

Judge Globensky did not care to discuss the 
question of deportation or the probable action 
of the immigration authorities, stating that 
it did not come within his province. He 
thought that if the man was deported from 
Coaticooke he would be sent to the state of 
Vermont, while if the proceedings were in

REFUSED. TO DROP CASES. 
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Attorney General Turns Deaf Eur to 
Requests of Politicians.

Washington, D. C., Aug, 21.—[Special.)— 
Some of Chicaga’s malefactors of great 
wealth who are being prosecuted or threat - 
ened with prosecution by the government 
are responsible for recent efforts to oust 
District Attorney Wilkerson from office, ac- 
cording to disclosures here today. 

In spite of the fact that Wilkerson’s term 
will not expire for two years Illinois Demo- 
cratic politicians have been extremely active 
within the last few weeks in seeking to in- 
duce Senator Lewis and Attorney General 
McReynolds to remove the district attorney 
and appoint a Democratic | successor. 


Politics Nothing to Wilkerson. 

It appears that Mr. Wilkerson had been 
pressing the trial of cases against Repub- 
licans as well as Democrats and that he is 
particularly unpopular with some powerful 
defendants who had attempted to induce the 
government to drop prosecutions. 

Mr. McReynolds was particularly pleased 
with the aggressive attitude of Mr. Wilker- 
son in the oleo tax cases, the defendants in 
which had obtained immunity from the ad- 
ministration which placed Mr. Wilkerson 
in office... The attorney general has evinced 
his confidence in the district attorney and 
turned a deaf ear to the demands for his re- 
moval. 

The policy of the attorney general, how- 
ever, will be to fill vacancies on Mr. Wil- 
kerson's staff with Democratic appointees. 
On the recommendation of Senator Lewis he 
has asked Mr. Wilkerson to name as one of 
his assistants State Representative M. L, 
Igoe of Chicago. 


Jobs for Illinois Democrats. 

Igoe was one of the Dunne floor leaders in 
the last legislature. Others recommended by 
Senator Lewis for places in Mr. Wilkerson’s 
office are George McIntyre, a Sullivan Demo- 
erat and junior member of the senator's law 
firm, and Samuel C. Herren, now assistant 
city attorney under the Harrison administra- 
tion.

Attorney General McReynolds will not de- 
cide for several months whether to fill the 
Grosscup vacancy in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals.

FIVE DEAD IN FARM TRAGEDY; 
MURDER AND SUICIDE THEORY. 


Iowan Believed to Have Killed Wife, 
Children, and Himself—Bodies Found 
in Burned Buildings. 


Dubuque, Ia, Aug. 2).—[{Special.]—Five 
persons are dead as the result of a tragedy. 
vhich occurred early this morning on the 
farm of Henry Sternweis, fifteen miles north 
of this city. 

It is believed that Sternweis, after a family 
quarrel or in a fit of temporary insar ty. 
killed his wife and three children, set fire to 
the farmhouse, and then hanged himself ina 
barn.-: 

At noon when the ruins of the buildings 
became cool enough to permit a search, 
the probability that the tragedy was a quad- 
ruple murder and auicide developed. The 
bodies of Mrs. Sternweis and two daughters, 
aged 5 years and 9 months respectively, were 
recovered from the ruins of the farm house. 
The body of a 9 year old son could not be 
found, although it is thought to be among 
the ruins. 

In the débris of the burned barn was found 
the body of Sternweis.

‘THE HAGUE, Aug. 21.—The tw entieth uni- 
versal peace congress had a feast of ‘aca- 
demic idealism today. The chief item on 
the menu was Prof. Van V. Vottenhoven’'s 
scheme for an internationa) police force in 
the shape of a fleet under an international 
admiralty board to compel the observance 
of the law of nations. 

The congress, recalling the Peking expe- 
dition, the blockade of the Cretan coast, and 
other similar incidents, received the project 
with kindly interest. but politely shelved 
it by adopting a resolution to the effect 
that it was a matter for further study. 

A series of resolutions on the Balkan war 
was passed. These resolutions expressed 
regret that the powers which had obtained 
economic advantages from Turkey could 
not agree to protect its subect peoples; con- 
demned the brutality of the late war. and 
advised confultation of the populations con- 
cerned in regard to the future of Adrianople 
and Thrace.

Ella Flagg Young Denies They 
Are Being Crowded Out. 


DON’T LIKE THE GRADES. 


Women Adapted Naturally for Han- 
dling Children; Men Ambitious. 


Mrs. Ella Flagg Young yesterday denied 
that women are. crowding men out of the 
teaching profession. While men are not nat- 
urally adapted for the grade schools, she said, 
there is a wide field for them in higher edu- 
cation. 

“Several factors tend to keep men out of the 
elementary grades,“ she said. ‘The ma- 
jority of women who can toll with children 
unoeasingly for days and years at a time is 
far greater than the corresponding propor- 
tion of men. Women enjoy the care and di- 
rection of the children where the men soon 
become bored. 

It is the amDttion of men teachers to some 
day be instructors in some college or uni- 
yeraty. Finally, men are always on the 
alert. for business chances which may take 
them from the field of teaching. 

“The cry so often heard is that women are 
‘orowding’ out the men from our school 
system. I don’t believe this to be true, for 
there are as many men teachers propor- 
tionally now as there were when I went to 
school 

“What I would consider an ideal is to 
have as many grade school principals men 
as women, have an equal number of both in 
the high schools and in ‘the colleges.”

FIND ARSENIG IN DE LATOUR 


Coroner Decides to Reopen In- 
quest Over Pole. 


ANALYSIS.

Finds Drug in Excess of the Amount 
Needed to Kill. 


The finding of arsenic in large quantities 
in the stomach of Jan de Latour, said to have 
been an exiled ‘Polish nobleman, who died 
suddenly some days ago, caused Coroner 
Hoffman to announce yesteday that he would 
reopen the inquest. A coroner’s jury had de- 
clared De Latour a suicide. 

The amount of arsenic found is believed by 
Dr. W. D. McNally, the coroner’s chemist 
who made the analysis, to be greatly in excess 
of the quantity capable of causing death. He 
will not report definitely on that point, how- 
ever, until he has completed his examination 
of the vital organs. 

Mr de Latour, the widow, was arrested 
after the inquest on & warrant sworn out 
by Max Kaczmarek, attornéy for De Latour, 


hd, according to the lawyer, shortly before 


his death, had accused his wife of poisoning 
him. They are sald to have had a quarrel. 

Lieut. Thomas Duffy of the Rawson street 
station declined to arrest Mrs. de Latour un- 
til the warrant wes issued. ‘The police were 
inclined to credit the theory that De Latour 
was of unsound mind when he expressed the 
fear that his family sought his life. 

Mre. de Latour is at liberty on a $5,000 
bond. After her arrest the body was exhumed 
and the chemical avamination of the brain 
and viscera ordered.

The wife of the man now held in the 
county jail, although questioned almost con- 
tinuously since the time of the shooting, has 
given few details of the affair. It was only 
after hours of examination that she admitted 
at all that her husband had fired the gun.

(AUSES SUICIDE 


Man Fleeced Out of Money in 
Two Chicago Dens Kills 
Himself in Grant Park. 


LETTER GIVES DETAILS. 


Says Places Are at 71 Monroe 
and Palace Hotel on North 
Clark Street. 


After losing all his money in two Chicago 
gambling houses, Moses Avner of 7125 South 
Chicago avenue, walked to Grant park yes- 
terday, took poison, and died. Avner was a 
pawnmbroker. A letter to his wife told of his 
ruin. It says: 

My Dear Wife: I am going to leave you. 

I can't stand the strain any longer. My, 

desire to gamble and spend money is too 

great. As our affairs stand there is a 

little left. Pay off the mortgage on the 

house, or sell it, as you please. I will to 
you all my real estate that is not in your 
name and all the personal property I pos- 
sess. I went to bail that man Out this 
morning and met some of the old gang. 

I could not resist, so I went to their 

headquarters at 71 Monroe street, and 

from there to the Palace hotel on North 

Clark street, and lost today $158, Henry 

Verman was there inthe game. So, g00d- 

by, and God bless you for you have been 

a noble wife. 


Letter Written Some Days Ago. 

The letter was written on one of Avner's 
business letterheads and was signed “* Ay- 
ner.“ It apparently was written several days 
before the suicide. On the back, written in 
lead pencil, was this note: 

I was there again today and lost $99, 
making a total of $250 in two days’ gam- 
bling. It's no use, I can’t stand it. 
Assistant Chief Schuettler when told of 

the note found in Ayner’s pocket looked in 
a list of places where gambling has been re- 
ported. He found that a place at 71 Monroe 
street was on his list. 


Conducted as Whist Club. 

“ That place is conducted by two men as 
a whist club,” he said. “ The of the 
men are Summerfield and Essig. We under- 
stood there was no gambling at the place.“ 

Schuettler then sent detectives to the place. 
No record of gambling at the Palace hotel 
was in Schuettler’s office, but he ordéred 
an investigation. 

Avner in 1910 shot and wounded Richard 
Connell of the real estate firm of Stewart & 
Connell in the Unity building.

Mystery Veils Erasure of Names 
from Massacre Honor List.

Omissien Not Discovered Until Orator 
Reads Roster to Public.

The names of Ensign Ronan and Sergt. 
Dennis Hayes, the only two officers of the 
garrison of Fort Dearborn who refused to 
surrender to the Indians and who died fight- 
ing for the women and children, were found 
erased from the roll of honor yesterday when 
the list was read at the memorial exercises 
at the massacre monument, Calumet avenue 
and East Bighteenth street. Deep mystery 
surrounds the mutilation of the list of names, 
which has been in the possession of the 
Chicago Historical society. An investiga- 
tion is to be made. 

The discovery was made in the midst of 
the impressive ceremonies. Many women 
and children were present, and delegations 
from the Illinois Equal Suffrage association, 
the Chicago Political Equality league, and 
the Seventh Ward Suffrage alliance. 


Finds Heroes’ Names Deleted. 
Jerome J. Crowley, the principal speaker, 
started to read through the list of names 
of those who lost their lives in the Fort 
Dearborn massacre in 1812. When he had

read the last name on the roll, he turned 
the sheets over nervously and scrutinized 
them again closely. Persons in the audience 
acquainted with the names of the characters 
in the old Chicago tragedy noticed the omis- 
sion of Ensign Ronan and Sergt. Hayes. 
The speaker appealed to Miss Caroline Mc- 
Elvaine of the Chicago Historical society. 

“The chief purpose of these memorial 
services, said Mr. Crowley, was to com- 
memorate thé courageous part taken by 
Ensign Ronan and Sergt. Dennis Hayes. 
Where are their names? I can’t find them.” 

Upon inspection of the list by Miss Me- 
Elvaine it was discovered that some one had 
erased the names of the two men who re- 
fused to surrender and died fighting. 


Object of Deed Inexplicable. 

None of the members of the society was 
able to explain the mutilation, which will be 
made the object of a searching investigation. 
The possible object of the guilty person could 
not be fathomed by officers of the organiza- 
tion. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies, the 
“ Niagara,”’ restored flagship of Commodore 
Perry, came to anchor in the lake off Hight- 
eenth street.

MAN FOUND SLAIN BY BULLET;

Love Affairs of Victim Investigated to

a bullet wound in his head by the owner of 
a rooming house at 1612 South Jefferson 
street. Mrs. Anna Pedwiak, who lives in 
the. same house, said Macender had been 
drinking heavily and shot himself. 

Mrs. Pedwiak, Mrs. Marie Daziak, and 
Frank Vadas are being held by the police 
pending an investigation. 

The police are investigating the love affairs 
of Macender, which are thought to have 
played some part in his death. Miss Pedwiak 
was to have been married to the man Satur- 
day. She said that ehe left the house to get 
a pail of beer and on her return found Ma- 
cender dead. 

The pollce are also looking for Mary Daziak, 
a daughter of Mrs. Marie Daziak, to whom 
Macender is said to have been attentive for 
some time. Vadas was found by the police 
searching the body. He said Mrs. Daziak 
had told him to look for some letters Macen- 
der was supposed to have had on him. He 
gave the police $1.50 which he had taken 
from Macender’s pockets. 

The body of a man believed to be W. H. 
Cauper of Hebron, Ind., was found dead with 
a bullet wound in the head in a room at the 
Princess hotel, 333 South Clark street. The 
police believe he committed suicide.

WEDDING SCARE 


Mrs. J. Clinch-Smith Threat- 
ened by Rejected Suitor, 
Who Talked of Shooting. 


ARMED GUARDAT CHURCH 


Detectives Prevented Attack 
Previous to Ceremony, Which 
Was Not Interrupted. 


The death of Mrs. James Clinch-Smith in 
Switzerland recalls a sensational incident in 
her Chicago life. 

The incident was attendant upon her wed- 
ding, which took pace at Grace Episcopal 
church, Wabash avenue and Fifteenth street. 
It was the largest wedding of that season, 
more than 300 carriages taking guests to 
the church and to the residence of the 
bride’s parents in Prairie avenue. 

Bertha Barnes—Mrs. Clinch-Smith's maid- 
en name—was one of Chicago's prettiest girls 
and she was a pianist of more than local 
celebrity. She had many suitors before she 
met Mr. Clinch-Smith, a member of one of 
New York's most widely known families. 

When her engagement to Mr. Clinch-Smith 
was announced a discarded suitor sent word 
to Miss Barnes that the marriage would 
never take place. He threatened to shoot 
the bride and groom as they entered the 
church. 


Detective Tells Story. 

Detective Sergeant John C. Kehoe, one of 
the men detailed to guard the bridal couple, 
tells of the incident as follows: 
“I was at the Cottage Grove avenue sta- 
tion at the time of the wedding, in 1806, I 
think,”’ Kehoe said, “and I was in charge 
of several policemen detailed at the residence 
and church. It was an evering wedding and 
I remember there was a light fall of snow. 

When I reported for duty at the Barnes 
residence I waa surprised to find several de- 
tectives there from a private agency. I was 
told they were on hand to pi event a discarded 
suitor from attacking the bride and groom. 

“As I recall it Miss Barnes’ father em- 
ployed the sleuths. Two of them rode in- 
side the carriage with the bridal couple from 
the residence to the church and a third was 
on the seat with the driver. All of them 
were armed. 

“A few days before the wedding, I was 
told, a rejected suitor wrote a threatening 
letter to Miss Barnes. 


ing to kill Miss Barnes unless she broke off 
the engagement with Mr. Clinch-Smith, and 
her parents, fearing for her safety, hired a 
detective to watch the house. 


Hidden Behind Sofa. 

“One evening about a week before the 
wedding the repulsed suitor went to the 
Barnes residence and demanded admittance. 
The detective told the Barnes family to let 
the persistent young Lochinvar enter. Con- 
cealing himself behind a sofa in the parior, 
the detective was ready to spring to the 
side of Miss Barnes if needed. 

„The fellow reiterated his threat to pre- 
vent the wedding. and he grabbed Miss 
Barnes by the wrist. She screamed, and this 
brought the detective from his hiding place: 
He sailed into the fellow, knocking him 
down three or four times, and ended by 
kicking him into the street. You could play 
checkers on the fellow's coat tall as he fled 


from the scene 
“On the night of the wedding the rejected 


suitor did not appear. 


GIRL DIES IN DOCTOR’S OFFICE; 
FULL INVESTIGATION ORDERED.

Charles L. West, 3935 West Twenty-sixth 
street, administered chloroform, it is 
charged, under Dr. Walter's direction, then 
went to his own office. 

Dr. West was called to Dr. Walter’s office 
at 5:30 o'clock in the evening and found him 
working over the girl. She was hurried to 
St. Anthony’s hospital on the advice of Dr. 
West, and physicians there said she was 
dead. When the girl's room was searched 
a letter from John Nakin, living on the north 
side, was found.

AGREE AND PUT IT THROUGH. 

Senator Owen’s intelligent attitude toward 
eurrency legislation seems to have been bad- 
ly misinterpreted at Washington. So far 
us he was explicitly reported there was no 
reason for the alarmist conclusions that he 
had deserted the administration bill or that 
hope of its passage had been destroyed by 
bis alleged change of attitude. Tur Tris- 
UNE, therefore, withheld comment until Sen- 
ator Owen could comment himself upon the 
rumpus made over his sensible remarks to 
his committee. 

What Senator Owen in facet said seems 
in effect to have been merely that the 


measure which he introduced in the senate, 


and which bears his name and that of Rep- 
resentative Glass, was as first formulated 
tentative and was expected to be amended 
under criticism. As a matter of fact, it has 
been amended and, in the opinion of ex- 
perts, greatly improved. Senator Owen 


merely indicated that process of modifica- 


tion was not yet ended, and that his col- 
leagues in the. senate committee would be 


‘given opportunity to improve the measure. 


In other words, Senator Owen has de- 


gerted neither the bill nor the administra- 


tion, the administration has not thrown over 


‘the bill nor the expectation of passing it 
after further wise amendment, and there is 


reason for encouragement, not despair, in 


the situation, 


The Owen-Glass bill as it stands today 
with the amendments thus far accepted is 
a strong measure, on well considered lines, 
but with some weak spots, from a practical 
point of view, which there is good reason 
to believe will be removed. 

One of these weak spots Senator Owen 
evidently referred to on Tuesday and was 
misunderstood. His remarks about the re- 
gional reserve plan probably did not mean 
that he repudiated the reserve system or 
even the regional plan. but that upon further 
investigation he found that the arbitrary 


requirement of twelre banks could not be 
complied with. This point was raised by 
Mr. John V. Farwell and the committee of 

_ the National Citizens’ league, which sug- 
_gested five instead of twelve regions, or at 
least a provision for not less than three nor 
more than twelve. 


Senator Owen’s statement that there was 


doubt as to the constitutional right to force 
‘the banks into the system is far from 
startling or novel, but rather has been under- 


stood from the beginning outside of Wash - 


E> ‘ington, at least. It is, in fact, an under- 


statement. The most important truth ot the

THE NATION IS BEHIND THE 
PRESIDENT. 

The jingo resolution of the Hon. Boise 
Penrose had at least one good effect, that 
of bringing the leaders of the senate, regard- 
lues of party, promptly to the support of the 
president. 

It is to be hoped this action will be inter- 
preted correctly at Mexico. Mr. Penrose’s 
burst of hectic patriotism will be understood 
by the American public as an attempt to 
wrap the flag around a somewhat punctured 
prestige, but the suppression of Penrose and 
the exhibition of nonpartisanship in the sen- 
ate should not be misread to mean that ff 
military measures are forced upon us there 
will be any hesitancy in the White House 
or the capitol to provide and support them 
amply. As Senator Kern said in the debate: 
“TI think the Mexican people should know 
that in a threatening situation like this the 
American people stand together like a stone 
wall.” 

This was in obvious reference to a report 
that Huerta is laboring under the delusion 
that President Wilson has not the support of 
the American people in his official action 
respecting Mexico. 

This notion is natural to a Mexican politi- 

cian. President Wilson is a minority presi- 
dent, elected because of a split in the power- 
ful party whose control of government had 
been only twice shaken in half a century, 
It is hard for a Latin American politician | 
to realize that when an election is held the 
defeated accept its result loyally and respect 
the authority of the duly elected, to realize 
that the orderly process of real constitutional 
government is based on this Joyalty, and 
that Woodrow Wilson is today not head of 
a faction but head of the American people. 
If more Latin Americans could under- 
stand this there would be fewer revolutions 
and more modern progress in their domain. 
If Huerta and his associates could under- 
stand this there would be less danger of our 
being compelled to intervene. 


PULLING UP MISSOURI. 
Fifty thousand Missourians gave a rous- 
ing example of public spirit on Wednesday 
by getting aut in the heat to pull Mis- 
souri out of the mud.“ There isn’t much 
mud in Missouri this season, but there will 
be, as there will be in Illinois, and these 
good citizens determined to make a start 
on a good roads crusade by a demonstra- 
tion of democratic muscle. 
The spirit of the effort was admirable, and 
so dramatic an exposition of the people's 
will to have good roads should benefit the 
cause. It recalls the old fashioned individ- 
ualism of pioneer days and reminds ug that 
is still with us. 
But it also reminds us that there are bet- 
ter ways to pull Missouri or Illinois out of 
the mud. The best roads, most efficiently 
and economically maintained, are in Massa- 
chusetts, and the secret is not amateur road- 


making, but scientific. The spirit that 


turned Missourians out on Wednesday has 
worked in Massachusetts and other good 
roads states to compel legislative action 
and to develop and maintain a system of 
roadmaking which is the pride not only of 
those states but of the country. 

Illinois at last is making a start on sys- 
tematic roadmaking. The Mississippi val- 
ley states have a sorry record in this line 
of public improvement. But the nena 
bile is bringing a change.

BABY SAVING POLICY. 
HE latest English reports are to the 
effect that the baby death rate for 
England last year was pushed down 
to 95. As between a baby saving 
policy and a policy of letting the baby 
wiggle out the best way he can the figures 
show plainly that the baby saving policy is 
a Winner even in the country distri 
A part of the baby saving policy is to get 
the sick babies attended to promptly. A 
group of scientists in the Philippines found 
that animals, starved to the bone, when 
young, will be runted for life. Furthermore 


had much trouble with babies that diar- 
rhoeas, once well established, are hard to 
cure. 

All of this being true, why is it that moth- 
ers allow bowel trouble in their babies tu 
continue so long? 

One reason is that so many get well by 
themselves after a few days. The other is 
that treatment has not been successful 
enough to satisfy fully. The mothers want 
a better treatment than-the doctors now 
offer. 


~ 

A number of years ago, when Flexner 
picked up the Japanese idea that the Shiga 
bacillus was the cause of summer com- 
plaint and built up a serum treatment on 
that idea, the mothers took heart. The 
babies with diarrhcea became easily get-at- 
able. Then that treatment was not talked 
of any more and the mothers went back to 
the old policy of trusting to nature. 

Now Dr. Clock, a physician of standing in 
New York, comes forward with the recom- 
mendation that babies suffering from diar- 
rheea be treated by the implantation of Bul- 
garian lactic bacilli in their intestines. To 
implant the bacilli a large number of tablets, 
sometimes as many as forty a day, are given 
a young. baby. 

The plan is to have this germ grow an 
multiply im the babies’ intestines and to kill 
out those germs already there causing the 
sickness or contributing to it. The babies, 
when flooded with these bacilli, can take 
and digest milk. Milk is a much better food 
for babies than barley water, if it is being 
digested. Of course, if it is not being di- 
gested, it is worse than poet other food. 


Clock has been Nei babies on this plan 
for several years. Last summer he cared for 
117 in the New York babies’ hospital. One 
died, the rest got well—a fine result for sick 
babies in a hospital. | 

They not only got well but they got well 
quickly, The bad symptoms disappeared 
within a few days. They got well without 
running down to skin and bones, as babies 
with summer diarrhea so frequently do. 
Who has not had his heart touched by the 
weazened, old, downcovered features of a 
baby sick with summer complaint! 

Finally, when the 116 were looked up last 
winter it was found that they had kept in 
good health and were growing well. Their 
resistance had not been lowered, their frames 
had not been runted by a long summer sick- 
ness.

If it is due to a 
change in heart or kidney, or blood vessels, due to 
age, you probably will not get well. A milder 
climate—the south or California—will help you if 
you can be comfortable and happy away. Goitra 
occasionally causes coughing through pressure.

ING GEORGE has just bestowed a 

commission in the army upon young 

Viscount Clive, who has lately gradu- 

ated from the royal military college 

at Sandhurst, and who will Attain his 

majority at the beginning of next Decem- 
ber. 

He is the eldest son of the Baril of Powis 
and the fifth in direct male descent from the 
celebrated Lord Clive, the victor of the battle 
of Plassey, and to whom more than any one 
else Great Britain is indebted for the pos- 
session of its huge empire of India. 

Young Lord Clive was born at 45 Berkeley 
square, in London, the town mansion‘of his 
famous ancestor, and which remains the 
metropolitan residence of Lord Powis to 
this day. 

The victor of Plassey, a battle in which, 
with 8,000 men, he defeated the ruler of 
Benga! at the head of an army of 70,000 men, 
and thus avenged the atrocities of the Black 
Hole Calcutta, made his country seat at 
Claremont, which he built for himself at 
the cost of $500,000. It has long since passed 
into the possession of the reigning family; 
was used by Qu Victoria for her honey- 
moon; was aft lent by her to King 
Louis Philippe ueen Marie Amelie after 
they had been driven out of France by the 
Paris revolution of 1848, and is now the home 
of the widowed Duchess of Al any. But

Lady Powis, besides being a peeress of the 
realm through her marriage with the earl, is 
likewise a peeress in her own right, as the 
holder of the ancient barony of‘Darcy de 
Kna 

This péerage, created on Jan. 27, 1831, has, 
thanks to its descent through the female 
line, been held in turn by the Lords Conyers, 
by the Earls of Holdernesse, by the Dukes of 
Leeds, and by the Lane Foxes. 

On the death of Sackville Lane Fox, twelfth 
Lord Conyers and fifteenth Lord Darcy de 
Knayth, his peerage fell into abeyance, 
which was terminated by the crown in the 
following fashion: 

The baronies of Conyers and of Faucon- 
berg were assigned to his elder daughter, 
wife of the fourth Earl of Yarborough, while 
his barony of Darcy de Knayth was ajotted 
to his younger ‘daughter, Violet, Countess of 
Powis. : 

Several English works of 8 state 
that on Lady Powis’ death her barony will 
go to her only daughter instead of to her eld- 
est son. 

This is not the case. It is her eldest son, 
young Lord Clive, future Earl of Powis, who 
will on his mother’s death at once succeed 
to her peerage as Lord Darcy de Knayth 
and to the seat in the house of lords which 
it carries with it, even though his father be 
still alive.

HEIGHT REQUIREMENTS AND 
OIVIL SERVICE. 

Dvanston, Ill, Aug. 20.—(Editor of The 
Tribune. II beg the privilegé of space in 
your columns to call the public's attention 
to another instance of the quibbling over 
trifles by the civil service commission. I 
have reference to the height exaction as it 
affects applicants for the position of post- 
office clerk. 

No matter how intellectually prepared to 
cope with the test, or to perform the tasks 
imposed by the office, no matter how physi- 
cally fit to undertake its toil, should the 
candidate lack go little as one-half inch of 
the 5 feet 4 inches required by the commis- 
sion he is politely, yet none the less positive- 
ly, refused entrance to examination. 

Iam one of the sufferers through this ultra 
‘stringent law of the commission, having on 
Aug. 6 been refused examin&tion on no more 
serious grounds than my lack of one-half 
inch in height. 

I have been informed by men in the service 
that the reason for this height regulation 
is that the men Working cases ’—sorting 
mail by placing it in a pigeon holed rack— 
will be able to reach each pigeon hole or com- 
partment with comparative ease. By this, 
then, we see that it is not a man’s height, so 
much as his reach, that should concern the 
commission, two vastly different proposi- 
tions. The extent of a man's reach is no 
more absolutely dependent on height than 
is strength, or my contention would be use- 
less and unreasonable.

Lake Bluff to Have Wireless.

A résolution favoring the passin 
laws throughout the country pro 
writi of “group insurance” was passed. 
Immediately after the passing of this resolu- 
tion a telegram was received by John A. Sulll- 
van, former secretary of the Associated Fraterni- 
ties, from T. W. Blackburn, secretary of the 
American Life convention now in session in St. 
Paul, Minn., saying that that association hae 
resolved that the issuance of group insurance 
by legal reserve life insurance companies with- 
out individual medical examination to be a men- 
ace to all life insurance. 

The American Life association is made up 
of twenty-two legal reserve life insurance 
companies and is the largest organization of 
such companies in the country. As the writing 
of group insurance has been almost entirely 
done by legal reserve companies this action 
on their part was considerable of a surprise 
to the members of the fraternal insurance 
bodies. In the telegram from Mr. Blackburn 
the codperation of the fraternal societies was 
asked in the opposition to group insurance 
writing.

Wants Square Deal in Schools. 


Actording to Prof. F..E. Bolton of the Univer- 
sity of Washington the system of study and 
curriculum used in the schools today does not 
appeal to the average boy or girl, The profes- 
sor backs up his statement by statistics show- 
ing that only 50 per cent of the children of 
achool age in this country are found in the 
school rooms. He declares the reason for this 
is not that they are compelled to work in order 
to help support themselves or families, but that 
they simply are not interested in school work 
and withdraw of their own free will. 

Prof. Bolton stated this belief in a lecture 
entitled “A Square Deal in Education” at the 
University of Chicago. 

“The reason the schools do not appeal to the 
boys and girls today is that there is not enough 
opportunity for them to make and construct 
things,” he said. ‘‘The desire of the average 
boy and Fri to fashion and create things is not 
recognized, and as a result half of our young 
scholars leave school and enter business before 
they reach the eighth grade.” 

Prof. Bolton pleads for a large extension of 
industrial training and declares’ that many of 
the study rooms in the schools might be turned 
into work shops and laboratories with good re- 
sults. He declared: “It is not giving the chil- 
dren a square deal when we educate the men 
who are going into professions with courses of 

in and history at the public expense and do 
educate to the same extent the young men 
and boys who expect to enter a trade. We are 
giving one class of our young people a poor start 
in life and are discouraging the extension of edu- 
cation among this group.”

You will then enjoy planning some new recipe 
which you have just noticed in the morning 
paper. Your meal preparations will not be so

We like the good cuts of 
meat; we have one once in a while, but offset 
the expensé by having something very cheap 
in between, like a stew of mutton, potatoes 
and onions or neck bones, etc. I keep my meat 
bill down quite low, but remember men are 
never satisfied without meat once or twice a 
day. I avoid eggs in everything I can until 
they are cheaper.

The children want and need them; so do the 
rest for that matter. Do not try to buy every 
little fancy you see.

I never spend 
over $6 per week for the table, and there are 
four of us—three adults, besides having com- 
pany—ahd that buys the extras like ‘soap, 
starch, washing powder and such little neccs- 
sities.

“The papers of Terre Haute have stood with 
us in this battle,” Dr. Curnick said. “In doing 
his duty one newspaper man, Charles Clogston, 
was knocked down and nearly killed by the 
gangsters of the political machine. I, myself, 
was obliged to leave the city one night, so vio- 
lent was the opposition to the decent element, 
which was simply trying to bring about a con- 
— of order and observance for wholesome 
aw. 


> 

“There is perhaps no city in the United 
States in which the connecton between vice 
and the city officials is so intimate as in Terre 
Haute; and this reveals the weakness of the 
government under which we live. When gam- 
bling and liquor selling were openly.going on 
in violation of the law I telegraphed to Gov. 
Raiston. He called up the Terre Haute offi- 
cials and they replied that everything was quiet 
and satisfactory. 

“Gov. Ralston then put the burden on me or 
on some other citizen, if I would not act, to file 
complaint and seek to get redress from officials 
who were in league to defeat justice. These 
officials had sold the right to gambie for $1,400 
as the only way, they said, there was to attract 
the men who were sustaining the races, which 
were advocated as a means of giving Terre 
Haute a national reputation. 3 

“Here is injustice, indeed—to have the gov- 
ernor of a great state put the burden of law 
enforcement on private citizens when men paid 
salaries for enforcing the law are in league 
with vice and when the men we fight have 
money enough to throw to the dogs. 

“In this fight I was no longer willing to 
merely preach’ about Moses, nor against the 
Jews or Mormons, but I was Ohliged to preach 
against the prise fights, the gambling, me red 
light district, and the squandering of the people's 
money by boodlers and grafters. We are ot 
through with the fight, and we are only hoping 
that the women of Indiana will be given the 
suffrage like the women of Illinois, so that they 
may help us fight until we win.” 

— 


Every reference to woman's suffrage was 
cheered. Dr. Curnick’s address marked the ciose 
of the Ninth Christian Citizenship institute, 
which has been in session the last ten days 
under the direction of the Rev. Dr. J. 8. Martin 
of Pittsburgh, national superintendent of the 
Christian. Citizenship league. The enrolment of 
the institute was 262, representing twenty-five 
different states. 

Today marked also the close of the summer

Do you 
envy the women that you meet on the cars when 
you have been downtown until late in the after- 
noon? Do you sometimes stay down late so 
that you may ride home with them—these work- 
ers—and pretend that you've been wntown 
working all day? 

I know a woman who does that very thing 
two or three times a week. That is, she used 
to do it. She was really unhappy when she 
thought of all the things that she'd like to do 
and couldn’t. She wanted so much to be abie 
to take lessons in china painting and she didn't 
have enough money to do that. So she used to 
just envy all of the girls whom she saw going 
home from work because she thought that they 
could have some money to do as they wanted 
with. Her father simply wouldn't iet her work. 
He said that she would be telling every one 
that he wasn’t making enough money to support 
his family if she went to work. 

— 


You know how hard it is sometimes to be 

able to work, Every one takes it for granted 
that you don’t need to, and somehow then you 
just can't. There are undoubtedly lots of 
women and giris like that. Their fathers and 
their husbands won't let them work. Are you 
like that? Then don't you want to read this 
letter? 
„ “My husband said we were married: 
Now your working days are over. There may 
be lots of things that we won't be able to afford 
that you used to have when you were working, 
but you'll just have to go without them for a 
while until I can afford to buy them for you’ 
He thought that he was being kind to me, in- 
deed, but after the first few months of getting 
settled and buying the few little things that we 
needed in our tiny flat of four rooms I grew 
restless. I could finish my work in an hour and 
that left all of the day for me without anything 
to do. I wanted awfully to take vocal lessons. 
but we couldn't afford it, I knew, and I couldn't 
go to work, as I'd have liked to do, and earn 
my own money. So I grew unhappier and un- 
happier. 

“Then last May I picked up Tuas TRIBUNE 
and I read about the women who had been earn- 
ing money at home, and,suddenly the idea that 
perhaps I could earn some money that way, too, 
came to me. I thought that that wouldn't be 
working, as my husband didn't want me to, and 
yet it would be giving me something to do, and 
maybe some time I could save enough money 
to be able to start with my vocal lessons.

Well, to make a long story short, I've estab- 
lished a little sort of trade in baby dresses and 
slips and I’m making enough money to be able 
to save a little money against the time that I 
can begin taking lessons, What makes me hap- 
piest of all is the way that my husband has 
changed his mind about my working. He's so 
proud of me now to think that I could go ahead 
all by myself and make some money in my 
spare time. And I don’t long to be back at work 
any more at all. I have all that I can do in my 
spare time and I’m making quite a little bit of 
money, and soon I'm going to begin taking vocal 
lessons. And I'm so happy that I don’t know 
what to do. It's all your work, tod, dear lady 
your work and the work of all the other women

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.}—Old Christy 
Mathewson today looked just as promising 
as a pitcher as he did about twelve years 
ago when he began winning ball games for 
New York and the Cubs were rudely stopped 
in thelr merry whirl around the eastern 
cities.

It is quite probable that had the Giants 
been able to count only two runs instead of 
eight, Matty would have won just the same.

Eddie Stack got first chance at it and fied 
im great distress in the midst of a third in- 
ning bombardment. Earl Moore took his 
place and pulled the boys out of that plight 


and the Giants took delight in making the vie- 
tory decisive. 


Evers Swats Three Hits. 

Matty’s hurling was good to look upon, 
and it was too bad he wasn’t against some 
sturdy fellow who could have made a con- 
test out of the game instead of a farce com- 
edy. Johnny Evers was about the only 
fellow on the Chicago team who caused 
annoyance to the veteran hurler. The 
Trojan poled three hits in the four times 
up, one of them a home run into the right 
wing of the grandstand. 

However, no pitcher ever received more 
brilliant support than was accorded Mc- 
Graw's big star today.

But there 
are three speed boys in the outfield and they 
made the game a thriller by their great running 
catches. Perhaps Matty pitched that way just to 
give the crowd some thrills. Young Burns was the 
first to bring the crowd to ita feet when he made 
a daring and wonderful sprint across foul ground, 
dangerously near the concrete stand, and pulled 
down a foul fly by Zim which seemed to go out 
of sight in the sky.
